It was reported that Harris Breslow, a member of Steering 
Committee had tendered his resignation and would be replaced 
by David Goldsmith. 


Prof. Sahni reported that Concordia is a participant in a 
major grant from Quebec, that UQUAM will receive the major 
grant with Concordia and Université de Montréal as members. 
The grant is for a research project concerning technology 
in the field of energy. Concordia will have one limited- 
term appointment to be renewed for five years with the possibi- 
lity of continuing that appointment, and support for two post- 
doctoral sessionals. The order of the grant is $1,135,000.

b) Advisory Search Committees for the Appointment of Chairmen,

He then gave a brief explanation on the contents of the Addendum 
to Report 49U (ASFC 85-8-D2). In particular he noted that 
the recommendation concerning Health Education was to delete 
the Certificate in Health Education based on the decision taken 
about five years ago to phase out the programme, and to delete 
all courses in the programme. 


It was moved and seconded (Dicks/Shlosser) to approve the Add- 
endum to Report 49U (ASFC 85-8-D2); Slot Courses: Health Education.

The Chairman drew attention to item 9 of the agenda on elections 
to take place at the next meeting. He invited members to submit 


nominations. 
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Other Business 


It was suggested that there was some emergency developing over 
the fact that mext June will be the first graduation cycle for 
students who have to complete the written requirement in French 
or English and that some students have complained that the Regis- 
trar's office is taking a somewhat flippant attitude towards the 
provision of appointment cards for the tests. 


Prof. Dicks, Chairman of the University Writing Test Committee, 
said that he would look into the situation. 


Concern was expressed over the decision taken not to provide pro- 
fessors with up-dated class print-outs making it impossible to 
know which students have withdrawn or if those in attendance. but 
not listed are registered. It was said that without proper lists 
it will be impossible to determine if larger classroooms will be 
needed for examination purposes. 


The Dean was asked to look into the decision taken in his Office 
not to allow the use of examination booklets for mid-term examina- 


tions. The Dean replied that the intention was not to use the books 


for weekly quiz tests. He said that he would look into the- matter.
